At  cbout  10  e.».  thet  morning Te  very 
senior  Japanese  Officorjwhon  I  do  not  know,  but  when  I  think 
I  nieht  be  able  to  recognise,!  assembled  us  altogether,  and 
lectured  uT]tc  the  Effect,  that' as  there  was  a  certain  nunber 
of  Britishspies  amongst  us,  and  es  the  tho 

the  whole  had  shown  a  very  non-cooperctivcspirittowerds  tn 
Jpnnnesc  he  had  ordered  our  arrest.  He  further  mentioned  tnre 
should  the  spies  be  located  we  would  be  released,  but  first  he 
rcauired  us  to  do  sone  work  for  him  ct  Hsipaw,  and  that  on 
completion  of  sane,  wo  would  be  conpensatod  for  our  labours

’.Ve  were  detained  in  the  R.C .Church 
compound  for  one  day,  without  food  or  we ter.

The  following  morning,  early,  we 
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particular  rocr.  in  which  JHU  JAY  and  I  wore  pi  reed  would  be  about 
25  feet  square,  and  there  wC.s  six  hundred  p.nd  twenty  one  ren 
peeked  into  it.  TherG  was  no  rcon  to  liko  down,  end  we  were 
forced  to  sit  with  out  knees  tucked  under  U3,  shoulder  to  shoulder, 

I  was  detr.ined  in  this  roon  for 
thirty -eight  days,  never  being  allowed  to  go  out.  Our  food 
consisted  of  r  small  bell  of  rice  end  r  pinch  of  sr.lt  daily,  with 
r  very  snrll  quantity  of  water.  V/c  were  not  allowed  to  leave  the 
roor.  to  perform  oui  natural  functions,  this  being  dene  in  the 
rocn  through  a  snrll  hole  that  had  been  rede  in  the  floor. 

After  e  few  days,  the  conditions  in 
this  room  boccr.c  practically  unbearable,  the  filth  end  stench 
becoming  indi scribe bio . 

During  ny  stay  in  this  "HELL  HOLE" 
approximately  two  hundred  r.en  died  fro r,  various  diseases,  and  it 
was  a  common  practice  to  leave  the  dead  in  the  room,  for  a  few 
hours,  after  which  they  would  bo  taken  out  by  the  Japanese  and 
thrown  into  a  tr  nch  or  benb  crater,  where  they  wcic  left  exposed 
to  the  air . 

On  or  about  the  8th  or  9th  Kerch, 

1945 y  together  with  ten  ether  Gurkha’s,  I  was  removed  from  the 
cells,  our  hands  were  tied  behind  cur  backs,  end  we  were  loeded 
L  into  a  trv&ktj  The  only  explanation  we  were  given  was  that  we 
l  would  be  released  in  a  few  days.Lyndcr  escort  of  ong_officcr  end 
nine  men  (all  Japanese)  we  were  taken  towards  Taunggyi.!  Our  first 
step  was  at  the  village  of  MONGKAI,  where  we  remained" Fcr  about 
fifteen  days.  During  this  tine  we  wore  forced  to  work  as 
servants  for  the  Japanese,  iec.  we  cooked  their  feed,  we  carried 
water,  and  did  all  sorts  of  coolie  work.  At  this  tir.e  I  was 
informed  by  an  unknown  Whan,  that  Allied  troops  had  recccupied 
NAMTU  and  LASH 10. 


We  next  moved  to  LOILi.M  where  wo 
remained  for  a  few  days,  after  which  we  moved  into  the  Jungle, 
about  9  miles  from  L'JILEH,  where  we  remained  for  obfiufc  dnpsipcnth.

At  tne  end  of  this  period, fonc  cf  the 
Japanese  officers  took  six  of  us,  and  ordered  us  to  accompany 
him  beck  to  MONGKAI  for  the  purpose  of  loading  rice.]  The  five  men 
who  accompanied  me  are  named  as  follows

At  this  tir.c,  spending  neer  us,  wes  one  officer,  end  three 
soldiers*,  whilst  et  a  distance,  I  could  see  cb,.ut  twenty  five 
ethers. LJChc  officer  tee*  cut  his  sword,  £nd  I  sew  hiu  hend 
,  it  to  one  of  tho  soldiers,  end  pcint  to  no.  The  Jepenese 

soldiers  rpprorchod  re  fror.  behind,  end  suddenly  I  felt  a  sherp 
pcin  in  ny  r.eck,  else  I  felt  the  bleed  running  ov^r  ry  face. 

After  thet  I  lost  consciousness,  end  I  cennot  sey  whqt  heppened. 

The  following  nerning,  just  rs  the 
sun  wes  rising,  I  cere  to  ry  senses,  end  feund  thet  I  v/e s  soaked 
in  blocdd ,  I  iooked  around,  end  found  that  ry  five  corrcdcs  were 
I  ell  deed  with  their  heads  partly  severed  frer.  their  bodies..
